Marion Selects Firm for Little Neck Project 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

If the smile on Dot Burrill's face is any indication, 
Reg Foster and the members of the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust (MAHT) may have finally come up with 
a plan that will serve the town's affordable and senior 
housing needs, while appeasing Ms. Burrill and others 
now residing at Little Neck Village (LNV) who have felt 
their concerns weren't being taken seriously. 

Shortly after announcing that the MAHT had 
recommended the town opt for the "Village II Concept" 
as proposed by the E.A. Fish Group of Braintree, Ms. Bur- 
rill expressed her appreciation to Mr. Foster for 
taking her concerns and those of fellow resi- 
dents Helen Westergard and Elisabeth Suzanne 
Peterson into consideration — thereby guaran- 



teeing that the newly-added 36 apartment units would be 
100 percent age-restricted and earmarked for seniors. 

In a meeting held on Monday afternoon, July 28, 
Mr. Foster and Town Administrator Paul Dawson, acting 
as the town's Chief Procurement Officer, informed a size- 
able group of residents in the Marion Town House that 
after considering some eight different proposals submit- 
ted by three different development firms, they opted to go 
with E.A. Fish's one- and two-story mix proposal to add 
36 600-square-foot, single-bedroom units to the existing 
12 at Little Neck Village for a total estimated cost of $7.52 
million. 

The Town of Marion, however, will only be kick-

ing in some $400,000 toward that amount from existing 
Community Preservation Act (CPA) funds now in hand; 
and the remaining money will be sought through various 
state and federal funding options. 

"For every one dollar in 'Marion money/ we're 
expecting to get $19 in outside funding," Mr. Foster noted. 

With representatives from E.A. Fish on hand 
Monday, Mr. Foster also noted they will begin negota- 
tions with the firm and have their sights set on submitting 
an application to the state Department of Housing and 
Community Development (DHCD) in order to meet the 
October 30, 2008 deadline for the first round of funding 
through the agency. The plan will also be presented to 
Marion residents for their input with an eye to seeking 
Town Meeting approval this fall to approve the transfer of 
the existing town-owned Little Neck Village property to 
the Marion Affordable Housing Trust. 

Once approved by Town Meeting, the property 
will then be leased to the developer for $1 with a lease 
term of 99 years. The newly-expanded LNV will then 
be managed by Peabody Properties, a firm with over 30 
years of experience in managing affordable housing prop- 
erties. They will hire and provide a support staff which 
will include a property manager, maintenance superin- 
tendent, and resident services coordinator. Emergency 
maintenance will also be provided 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

This will also be a cost savings to the town over

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time, as LNV is currently managed by town employees 
which costs taxpayers about $30,000 a year to operate and 
maintain. Under the new LNV plan, the facility will, in 
turn, pay the town some $20,000 in property taxes and 
another $12,000 a year in water and sewer fees, with all 
operating and maintenance costs absorbed by the man- 
agement firm. This will result in a net savings of about 
$50,000 a year to Marion taxpayers. 

When someone who had read of LNV resident 
Helen Westergard's concerns in recently-published Let- 
ters to the Editor asked if she was pleased with this pro- 
posal, Ms. Westergard said she wanted to review all the 
details but she was hopeful the plan as presented would 
address their concerns.

Among the key elements of E. A. Fish's winning 
proposal: 

• It will expand Little Neck Village from its exist- 
ing 12 dwelling units to a total of 48 one-bedroom units; 

• The units will be 100 percent age-restricted 
(seniors) and 100 percent will count towards Marion's af- 
fordable housing quota; 

• Seventy percent of the units will be allotted for 
Marion residential preference;

countries. The two leads played by ORR alumni Nicole 
Franklin and Nathan Valente, both from the class of 2005, 
each played their parts with a combination of credible 
humanity and subtle grace, paying attention to every

this production's chorus was its rock. The chorus mem- 
bers sang, danced and acted their way through dozens of 
costume and set changes while often also playing the role 
of stagehands.

community have begun to discover and take advantage. 

After months of contract negotiations with both 
local cable companies and countless hours spent mak- 
ing phone call after phone call setting appointments with 
technicians and following up on the whereabouts of any 
number of pieces of vital equipment, Executive Director 
Kim Miot and her staff quietly unveiled ORCTV's full 
capabilities to its viewing public during the final weeks of 
July. 

The station's five channels are now fully function- 
al and operating on both the Verizon and Comcast cable

The past few weeks have seen a flurry of activity 
at the Marion-based Captain Hadley House as technicians 
for Comcast and Verizon have been busy pulling miles 
of cable and wires in an effort to light up all of ORCTV's 
channels — bringing public access television to every ca- 
ble television customer and subscriber in the tri-town area 
for the first time since Verizon entered the local arena of 
cable TV just over a year ago.

Mattapoisett resident Dr. Alan Hickey, 53, who 
recently returned from a six-month humanitarian trip to 
Africa spoke to a packed audience Friday at the Matta- 
poisett Public Library regarding massive wealth derived 
from abundant natural resources — oil, in Nigeria's case

and contrasted that with widespread poverty and inad- 
equate medical services. 

Dr. Alan Hickey, a chiropractor, served as a logis- 
tics administrator with Medecins Sans Frontieres (Doctors 
without Borders) in Port Harcourt, Nigeria where he was 
responsible for hiring and firing personnel, supervising 
hospital security, monitoring water quality, ensuring per- 
sonnel safety in the midst of armed conflict, and keeping 
track of infrastructure integrity. 

"We are fortunate to have Dr. Hickey with us to 
share his views on medical care to people in Nigeria, es- 
pecially vulnerable groups because living conditions and 
safety issues are getting worse in developing countries/' 
said Ellen Flynn, a Friend of the Mattapoisett Public Li- 
brary. 

"It's a pretty violent place; you just can't go out 
and walk about/' Dr. Hickey said. Nigeria's densely 
populated oil-rich Niger Delta region has sparked sporad- 
ic and deadly outbreaks of violence among a fragmented 
network of political and criminal armed groups. "These 
groups aim to control power and natural resources."

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity, and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

Corruption is rampant. $600 billion was produced 
from oil revenue and $400 billion is missing, according to 
Dr. Hickey. 

'There are 36 individual states in Nigeria/' and 
five-hundred languages are spoken among its 400 tribes 
which creates many communication problems, said Dr. 
Hickey. 'The nation, 300 miles north of the Equator, has 
severe pollution problems, drinking water is contaminat- 
ed from oil spills and suspended sand particles in the dry 
air cause dust clouds that irritate the lungs." 

According to Dr. Hickey, "the overall lack of 
functioning and accessible emergency medical services 
in the region prompted Medecins Sans Frontieres (MSF) to 
open a trauma center in October 2005 at the 77-bed Teme 
Hospital in Port Harcourt," the bustling capital city of 
Rivers state. 

Teme Hospital is a two-story hospital without ele- 
vators or wheelchairs that deals with gunshots, stabbings, 
beatings, burns, domestic and sexual violence, as well as, 
traffic related accidents; the majority of cases seen are life- 
threatening emergencies," said Dr. Hickey. "Traffic on the 
streets is total chaos. I even observed a motorcycle with 
two coffins tied to the back end," Dr. Hickey said. 

At the program's conclusion Ms. Flynn said, "The 
problems discussed by Dr. Hickey serves to underscore 
the curse of black gold where one percent of the popula- 
tion holds 99 percent of the wealth and whose purpose 
is to maintain control of power and natural resources 
through the proliferation of violence." 

Dr. Alan Hickey leaves Mattapoisett next week 
for Antarctica to lead a research cruise. As an operations 
officer, he will function in a liaison capacity between the 
ship's crew and the scientists. He returns in October.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

July 28, 2008

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 28 at 7:09 
pm by Chairman pro tern Dan McGaffey. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Brad Morse, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey, and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafre- 
niere. 

The board first began with a continuation of the 
Dog Hearing upon a complaint filed against Ed Rose and 
his dogs from the July 14 meeting. Since Selectman Mc- 
Gaffey chaired the meeting in Selectman Nunes' absence, 
he also presided over the continuation. According to Mr. 
McGaffey, Mr. Rose had submitted a proposal to solve the 
problems with his dogs barking. 

"I ordered one citronella collar and one shock col- 
lar ... to use remotely so I can give them the command/' 
Mr. Rose said. "I bought the collars — that was one of 
my plans. I purchased $600 of stockade fencing, which is 
waiting to be put up. I'm destroying the (kennels) in front, 
but I moved the big one to the back. I made a cul-de-sac 
back there. I can't move (all the dogs at once), they get 
stressed out." 

Mr. Rose said he needs about 80 feet of fence on 
each side of the new location to fully enclose the area 
where he plans to relocate the dogs. "It's going to take me

a little bit (to finish)/' Mr. Rose said. "I just spent almost 
$1,000 ... and it's going to take time/' 

"You have already moved the dogs to some 
extent?" Mr. McGaffey asked. "So if I understand you 
correctly, what you have left to do is put up the stockade 
fence."

solution of relocating the dogs and fitting them with 
barking collars within 30 days; then to have a permanent 
trailer to house the dogs placed on his property within a 
year. 

"I reviewed the plan with the Animal Control Of- 
ficer/' noted Police Chief Paul Magee in Animal Control 
Officer (ACO) Anne Estabrook's absence. "We had the 
first hearing two weeks ago — so I'd like to see that time- 
line reduced. I'd like to see all the kennels out (back) and 
have the fencing up around the kennels so when animals 
or people go by at night, (Mr. Rose's) animals aren't dis- 
turbed. I'd like to see that occur before the 30 days. As for 
the long term plan, I think one year is a long time. I'd like 
to see some final plans within three months." 

"I don't think the intention was to just put the 
dogs out in the woods, but put the dogs on that cement 
pad and then ... put a fence completely around that ce- 
ment pad," Mr. LaCamera said.

a videotape to prove they were barking. Those dogs need 
to be housed at night. It upsets me because I thought there 
was going to be a plan (in place)/' 

"Mr. Rose we have your plan, but the 30 days is 
not acceptable/' Selectman McGaffey said. "We need a 
plan that provides immediate relief for the community 
by Saturday night. I understand it takes a longer time to 
build a structure/' 

"Your dogs need to be housed at night ... is there 
a way you can house your dogs at night?" Selectman 
Morse asked. 

Mr. Rose said that wasn't possible and he felt the 
board's requests were unreasonable.

it's going to take longer to train them," Mr. Bailey said. 
"If you bought a collar for each dog, it's going to be a lot 
quicker." 

Mr. Rose said he intended to use the collars as 
training devices and then switch them to another dog 
after the "more vocal" dogs ceased barking. 

When pressed further, however, Attorney Perry 
said his client would consent to purchasing citronella col- 
lars for all the dogs and to move them to the cleared area 
at the back of the bogs on his property. 

But Mr. LaCamera maintained this plan was 
unacceptable unless he also set up a fence around the area 
and/ or enclosed the kennels. 

In order to get to a quick solution to this problem, 
Selectman McGaffey suggested that within 10 days all 
the dogs be moved to the back of Mr. Rose's property, a 
stockade fence will be put up around them on three sides, 
and all the dogs be given the citronella collars to stifle 
their barking. Within 30 days, Mr. Bailey also suggested 
that Mr. Rose come back to them with a definitive plan 
and completion date for having the trailer installed onsite. 

With that, the hearing was continued to Monday, 
August 11 at 7:00 pm. 

The board next approved the minutes of the July 
14 meeting and then approved the Executive Session min- 
utes of the June 9 and June 23 meetings. 

The board also signed and approved a request to 
hold the sixth annual Cranberry Country Triathlon Event 
on August 24, 2008 along Route 105 in the Town of Roch- 
ester.

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MATTAPOISETT NECK AREA SEWER PROJECT 



The Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners will be holding a public meeting to discuss the 
Mattapoisett Neck Area Sewer Extension project. The meeting will be held at 7 PM on August 
13, 2008 at the Center School. Briefly, the Board plafos to request a construction appropriation 
to proceed with the project. However, the Board wants to be certain that area residents are 
familiar with project, understand the impact of the project and support the project. 

For the public's information, the Mattapoisett Neck Area Sewer Extension program is part of 
our Board's long range goal of providing municipal sewer service to areas of the community 
where on lot sewage disposal systems have a difficult time complying with State Title V septic 
system regulations because of small lots, poor soils and high groundwater. Over the past ten 
years, our Board has completed 6 sewer extension projects that serve more than 1,000 homes. 
The actual cost of the sewer extension projects have been paid for by the users of the sewers 
via a Betterment Assessment. 

Betterment costs vary from project to project and are based on the capital cost to construct the 
project and borrowing cost finance the project. Betterment costs are a one time fee that 
provide a home with a connection to the municipal sewer system and eliminate the concern of 
operating and maintaining an on-site septic system. 

To date. Town Meeting has authorized $278,000 for design engineering on the project with the 
design effort about 90% complete. The project is now ready for construction funding. 

Project details and costs will be explained at the informational meeting. In addition, the Board 
and Tighe & Bond engineers will be available to answer questions. The Board encourages you 
to attend the meeting so that you can find out how the project will impact the community and 
area residents.

During its regular-season program (as well as 
during all AABC tournaments), SIBL Bronco Division 
players (9-, 10-, 11- and 12-year-olds) compete according 
to Major League Baseball rules, with runners permitted 
to take leads off bases and allowed to attempt steals of 
bases whenever action is live; pitchers often required to 
work from the stretch position; and catchers and infield- 
ers required to learn to defend steal attempts. Games are 
played on fields where the bases are either 65 feet or 70 
feet apart and the pitching rubber is either 46 feet or 50 
feet from home plate.

Curbside recycling pick-up in Mattapoisett is 
done on a biweekly basis. You may leave the following 
items for collection: 

• Plastic containers (including all plastic milk, 
juice and water jugs, and both #1 and #2 plastic), but no 
plastic bags or no #3 through #7 plastic containers; 

• Metal cans (all cans, tin foil, and cooking tins), 
but no window frames, lawn furniture, or paint/ aerosol 
cans; 

• Glass bottles and jars (clear, green, brown 
bottles for soda, beer and wine, also mayonnaise and baby 
food), but no opaque or blue glass, no ceramic or plate 
glass; and 

• Newspapers (including those with Sunday 
supplements), but no soiled or wet newspapers, including 
magazines, catalogs, phone books, paper bags, and untied 
cardboard. 

Please note that all containers must be thoroughly 
cleaned, all caps, rings, lids and styrofoam labels must 
be removed (paper labels may stay on), and you should 
place containers in bag to protect against weather but do 
not tie the bag closed! 

Mattapoisett residents may also drop off their 
recyclable materials at any time at the transfer station 
from Tuesday through Saturday, 8:00 am to 3:00 pm. The 
following items are accepted at the transfer station: 

• Yard Waste (including grass clippings, leaves 
... all FREE of charge), however there is a charge for logs, 
stumps and branches; 

• Appliances (including air conditioners, refrig- 
erators, stoves, hot water tanks, washer/ dryers, and the 
like), fee is $10 per item; 

• Scrap Metal (including car fenders and bum- 
pers), but no gas tanks or whole cars. There is a charge 
per carload/ truckload; 

• Car Batteries (taken FREE of charge and must 
be checked with attendant for storage area). Tires and 
paint are also taken once per year (please consult The 
Wanderer for date and times).

The X-Files: I Want to Believe. Starring David Duchovny and 
Gillian Anderson. Directed by Chris Carter. Running time: 105 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

At first, the new X-Files movie confused me: Where was the para- 
normal creepiness? There's a man who may or may not be a psychic, but 
otherwise, to paraphrase John D. MacDonald talking about one of Stephen 
King's "straighter" stories, there's nary a rustle nor breath of other worlds 
in it. That's not to say there's no creepiness, though: pedophiles and organ 
harvesting — are those creepy enough for you? Ten years after the last X- 
Files film, and six years after the show excused itself from Fox's schedule, 
director/ co writer Chris Carter has brought former agents Fox Mulder 
(David Duchovny) and Dana Scully (Gillian Anderson) out of mothballs in 
order to tell a psychologically and ethically twisty yarn about faith (check 
the subtitle). 

The alleged psychic is Father Joe (Billy Connolly), a pedophile priest 
who has visions connected to various missing people, including an FBI agent. 
Scully is pulled away from her physician gig (where she's trying to get stem- 
cell therapy for a dying little boy in the face of the Catholic bureaucracy at her 
hospital) to go fetch Mulder, who sits in his clippings-covered hiding place 
wearing what I guess we're supposed to take as a real beard. ($30 million 
doesn't buy much these days.) Soon enough the duo are back in the thick of 
weirdness, as body parts turn up and Father Joe bleeds from his eyes, and 
people are always waddling around in deep snow or getting tractored off 
the slippery roads in their cars. 

The consensus is that I Want to Believe feels like an episode (or a two- 
parter) of the medium-budget show, and in a way that works for it. The 
smaller scale allows Duchovny and Anderson to work together quietly — the 
movie is unexpectedly hushed and emotional. There are no explosions, no 
vast black-oil conspiracy or mystification accessible only to those who've 
memorized every episode (a big problem with the previous film). What 
the movie boils clown to is a rather queasy rumination on good science vs. 
bad science, good faith vs. bad faith. This being an X-Files film, it involves, 
at one point, a team of surgeons preparing to graft a gay man's head onto 
a woman's body. (I don't even really feel like unpacking whatever Carter 
and cowriter Frank Spotnitz think they're saying about homosexuality and 
gender.) 




Dark and steamy as the plot is, there's a good dollop of humor, mostly 
emerging from within Duchovny 's beard (and, later, his clean-cut mug) . There 
are a couple of callbacks to Mulder's eternal search for his alien-abducted 
sister, but most of the subtext falls heavily inside Scully's gut. She has lost 
one child and does not want to lose another; she may also be aware that the 
authorities at the hospital (who run their decisions past a Higher Authority) 
possibly consider her surgical experiments as barbaric as those of the organ 
harvesters. Scully, a drifted Catholic herself, may also see herself in Father 
Joe, the ultimate drifted Catholic, and doesn't much enjoy what she sees (does 
God hold her and him in equal wrath?). I don't think Carter is drawing a 
moral equivalence in either case — it rhymes literarily, not literally. 

So here's an X-Files adventure without aliens or snot monsters who can 
fold themselves into origami, or whatever the early Creature of the Week 
episodes spooked us with. It's pretty light on action, too. Yet I was compelled 
by the lurid storyline and its impact on our old friends Mulder and Scully. 
This is a solid character piece, of the sort that I'm surprised 20th Century-Fox 
was willing to finance (albeit for a relative pittance). It reminded me why 
I liked these two when I was sampling the first season. It will, no doubt, 
disappoint fans who were hoping for the Dark Knight of X-Files movies, a 
soaring epic tying up the entire show and paving the way for more sequels. 
But for casual viewers like myself, it's a compact and unusual thriller with 
two underrated actors climbing comfortably back into old skins. It could' ve 
been a whole lot worse.

In an exciting finish to the 2008 Stone Horse
